1956-57  RED  DEVILS 

From  the  opening  game  in  Fayetteville  to  the  end  of  the  regular  season,  the  high 
flying  "Red  Devils"  never  encountered  serious  opposition.  They  had  breezed  past  six 
AAA  teams  and  eleven  AA  teams,  and  had  been  declared  conference  champions  when 
the  annual  went  to  press.  At  this  stage  it  looked  as  if  the  Red  men  were  going  to  get  a 
"crack"  at  their  third  straight  State  Championship  in  the  State  AA  Tournament. 

Coaches  Amos  Sexton  was  greeted  at  the  beginning  of  the  season  by  six  returning 
lettermen.  Eight  members  from  last  year's  Junior  Varsity  squad  were  added  to  make 
up  his  fourteen  man  team.  Averaging  over  seventy  points  per  game,  the  Red  Devils 
needed  only  to  defeat  Greenville  in  order  to  become  the  first  team  in  the  history  of 
Grainger  High  School  to  go  undefeated  through  a  regular  season.
